Jungle and Darkness Could Not 
Protect Filipinos, 


DAY OF TERRIBLE FIGHTING 


Brigade of Gen. Wheaton Did 
Very Hot Work. 


Pursued the Natives for Miles 
Along the Lake. 

Losses of Our Troops Are Not 
Easy to Learn. 


SANTA CRUZ MAY FALL TODAY. 


Expedition Sent Out That Way Will 

Probably Take it — Thrilling 

>’ Scenes and Incidents During the 
Battle Through the Jungle. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 

NEW YORK, March 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable 
Says: 

“There were many thrilling inci- 
dents during the fighting today. 
An enttre rebel regiment marched 
into the village of Taguig, not 
knowing there were any Ameri- 
cans present. One company of the 
Washingtons opened on them and 
routed them. 

“Three companies of the Twenty- 
second ran out of ammunition and 
had to clear an ambush with bayo- 
nets. A reconnoitering party had to 
resort to the same process, 

‘Two Americans were taken pris- 
oners; one was beaten to death, and 
the other shot his captors and es- 
caped. 

“Private B. Young of the Twenty- 
second Infantry was wounded dur- 
ing the fighting yesterday even- 


ing, and fell into the hands of the|_ 


Filipinos, who threatened ta roast 
him alive. It is likely that they 
‘would have carried their threat 
into execution had they not been 
too busy this morning in attempt- 


ing fruitlessly to check the advance 


of the Americans. 

“When they were driven from 
their positions they were in such 
a hurry to leave that they forgot 
Young, who was subsequently found 
and cared for by his fellow-soldiers, 

“In the fighting today our losses 
were supposedly about seven killed 
and thirty wounded. The large ex- 
tent of territory over which opera. 
tions were conducted, make it diffi. 
cult, however, to give a fall and ac- 
curate list of casualities. ) 

“Gen. Wheaton estimates that in 
the several engagements that oc- 
curred during the week, the rebels 
lost 2000 men in killed, wounded 
and captured. He estimates that he 
engaged fifteen hundred men to- 
day.” 

TWO HUNDRED REBELS KILLED. 

JASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, March 19, 6:28 p.m.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.] Some of the rebels 
recently expelled from Cavite and 
the small towns in the vicinity of 
Pasig combined forces last night, 
attacking a company of the Wash- 
ington volunteers, at a detached 
post at Taguig, about a mile and 
a half southeast of Pasig. 

Gen. Wheaton immediately rein- 
forced the Americans with two com- 
panies each of the Washington and 
the Oregon regiments, The post 
had held the enemy in check, and 


| the fire of the reinforcing compa- 


nies repulsed them, driving them 
across to an island formed by the 
estuary. They were thus in front of 
the Twenty-second regulars. 

On discovering that they were en- 
trapped, the rebels fought desper- 
ately, aided materially by the jun- 
gle and the darkness, but they were 
completely routed, with heavy loss, 
after two hours’ fighting. The 
Americans lost two killed and 
twenty wounded, among the liatter 
Lieut. Frank Jones. 

Gen. Wheaton determined to pun. 
ish the natives, and at daybreak 
today his brigade started in the 
following order: The Sixth Artil- 
lery, holding the extreme right to 
the edge of the lake, and the 


- Twenty-second regulars occupying 


the right of the line, which swept 


| the whole country alozg the lake, 


in a southeasterly direction, toward 
Gen. Ovenshine’s position. 

The line thus extended over two 
miles of country, rough and cov- 
ered with thick jungic,* advanced 
eleven miles. The encmy fled, the 
last of them heing seen about 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon. At scarcely 
any time did the Americans get 
within twelve handred yards. of 
them. 

The troops are returning to Pasig 
tonight, exhausted by the hard 
work under a hot sun. The Oregon 
regiment had one man killed and 
four wounded, and the Twenty-sec- 
ond regulars one wounded, 

According te the official reports, 
no fewer than two hundred Fili- 
pinos were killed. 

COMMAND THE LAKE. 

Gen. Otis says the American army 
and gunboats now command the 
lake. He estimates that property 
of the insurgents, valued at 8500,- 
000 has been destroyed, while quan- 
tities of rice and sugar and 400 tons 
of coal, which is valuable here, has 
been captured. | 

Many prisoners represent that the 


Filipino soldiers are awakening. 


The generous treatment that the 
Americans administer to the na- 
tive prisoners and wounded seemed 
to influence the insurgent army 
powerfully. In the opinion of the’ 
Americans, however, the Filiping 
leaders will continue to provoke 
fighting just ase long as they can re- 
tain their hold upon their follow- 
ers, because they have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. 

The enemy has twice as many 
men on the firing line as they have 


arms, and the fact that so few arms |- 


are captured by the Americans is 
because the gu of the wounded 
Filipinos and many of those who 
surrender are spirited away, 

The armed tugs Laguna de Bay 
and Oste have returned — to San. 
Pedro Macati, and reported the re- 
sults of their tour of the lake. On 
Friday morning lIast they shelled 
the town of Moringo, the rebels 
fleeing without making any resis- 
tance. The Americans landed a 
party which destroyed a quantity 
of stores and all the store build- 
ings except the church, 

The expedition then proceeded 
to Majaygury, 
and sawmill were destroyed. 

On arriving at Santa Cruz, a town 
of 1200 inhabitants, it was found 
that the enemy was strongly en- 
trenched and prepared to defend 


the position, assisted by two gun- 


boats and several launches. More- 
over, the mouth of the river was 
blocked with rocks and bamboo. 

A few shells caused an exodus of 
the citizens, but not of the enemy’s 
troops. The Americans did not at- 
tempt a lIanding. 

Capt. Grant, who was in charge of 
the expedition, asks for reinforce- 
ments, and will probably take Santa 
Cruz tomarrow.

Exports of Demestic Merchandise 
from the United States Exceed 
Those from the United Kingdom. 
A Great Gain. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Ambas- 
sador Choate’s recent remark that the 
United States and the United King- 
dom would doubtless continue a friend. 
ly rivalry in regard to the world’s 
commerce, is: quite justified by the lat- 
est figures on the pido. Ay of the 
two countries as supplied by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics. 

These show that the exports of do- 
mestic merchandise from the United 
States in the eight months ending with 
February amount to $829,335,141, and 
those from the United Kingdom amount 
to $798,960,427. In the calendar year 
1898, the domestic exports from the 
Uhited States amounted to $1,233,564,- 
828, while those United King- 
dom amounted to $1,131,944,331. The 
year 1898 was the first in which the 
domestic exports from the United 


States exceeded the domestic exports 


from the United Kingdom. . 
On only two occasions prior to j898 
have the domestic exports of ‘the 
Unite@ States exceeded $1,000,000,000, 
while those of the United Kingdom 
have constantly exceeded this amount 
during the past twenty years. ‘he 
latest year in which her exports of 
domestic merchandise fell below the 
billion-dollar line was 1879, when they 
amounted to $928,929,026. In 1879 our ex. 
ports of domestic merchandise amount- 
ed to $754,656,755. 

Thus, in the twenty years sinee 1879, 
of but 
22 per cent. in the domestic exports 
of the United Kingdom, and of 63 
per cent. in those of the United States, 
apparently quite justifying Mr. 
Choate’s assertion that the United 
States would continue to be a rival 
though a friendly one, of the United 
Kingdom in its relation with the com- 
‘mercial world. 

That the rivalry has been and is a 
friendly one, even to the extent of 
cordiality is shown by the fact that 
despite our rapid increase in the pup- 
plies which we are offering to the 
markets of the world, Great Britain 
to take a_ proportionate 
share of that increase. Our exports 
of domestic merchandise to the United 
Kingdom in 1879 amounted to [346,- 
485,881, and in 1898 were $534,398,302,

sion of the Legislature of California 
adjourned sine die at 11:48 a.:m., twelve 


minutes. before it would have 
‘necessary, under the Federal Constl- 
tution, to take another ballot for 


Ivnited States Senator, in spite of an 
agreement among the members to the 
contrary. 

Business was finished in the Assem- 
bly nearly a half hour earlier, but @ 
long wait was had for the report of 
the  -—Enzrossment and Enrollment. 
Committee on five bills, Assembly 
Bills No. 248, 368, 828, 907 and 423, which 
were sent to the printer 
Governor. 

The Assembly worked until 2:20 and 
the Senate until 4:13 oclegk this morn- 
ing so: that there was a slim attend- 
ance at 9 oclock, the hour set for the 
meeting of the Legislature, and it was 


nearly 10 oclock before they got down 


to business. 

Amendments to bills were concurred 
in and various ;reselutions adopted 
with speed. There was a fair sprin- 
kling of the curious, for even among 
sonte of the members themselves there 
was a suspicion that some trick might 
be attempted to extend the session. 

In the Assembly a few thought that 
it had come when Dibble -moved toa 
amen? th- journal to show that ad- 
journment was had this morning at 
19 o'clock, so as to make the rest of 
the session a legislative day. This 
would have required another ballot 
for Senator, had the Legislature con-- 
tinued in session until noon. The Sen- 
ate followed the same course, but both 
houses stopped their clocks at ll 
a.m. 

Committees were appointed by each 
house to wait upon the other, and 
upon the Governor, to announce that 
they had fio further—business-te_trans- 
act. In return, Gov. Gage sent in the 
following message:

“State of California, 

“Sacramento, March 18, 1899. 
“To the Senate off the State of 
California: A solemn duty required

“All that he wanted then was a boat 
to get him out to the Gloucester as a 
prisoner. He could speak a little Eng- 
lish and with my mongrel Spanish we 
could understand each other very well. 
In the next few minutes I did some 
very ‘rapid fire’ interviewing with both 
the American and Spanish officer. 
Then I asked the Gloucester officer 
about the wounded man, but he had 
lost him for the time being and the 
three of us commenced a. search for 
him. There was no shade nor vegeta- 
of any kind where we were. _§ It 
was a Wluff *covered with rocks, so 
hot from the scorching sun that they

them, got into my boat and returned to 
the Wanda. 

“I do not know what became of the 
wounded Spanish sailor. I never heard 
of him afterward, but I believe that 
he must have died in the pool where I 
left him before the sailors on shore 
could get him‘in the chair and take him 
to the Glocester. If he did die in the 
pool, which I cannot doubt, owing to 
the frightful wounds, and the fact that 
he lay in the burning sun so long with- 
out surgical attention, it is not likely 
that he found any other tomb, for it 
was no time nor occasion to be over- 
particular about a dead man, as dead 
men were rather numerous in that lo- 
cality then, and the unfortunate sailor 
whose mangled body was left lying in 
his own blood on the. sun-hlistered 
rocks of Cuba shared no worse fate 
than scores of others whose bodies I 
saw that day floating in the sea, either 
to become food for sharks or to be 
ground to pieces when the incoming 
tide should throw them against the 
rock-bound shore. 

“When the Gloucester sailors finally 
returned to their own vesse} they 
undoubtedly left the Wanda’s chair 
on the shore, and I believe there is 
not the slightest doabt that that chair 
afterward became the death couch and 
then the tomb of Admiral Villamil. He 
was doubtless lying near us at the 
time I was on shore, but none of the 
Americans found him, which was nct 
remarkable, as there were very few 
Americans on shore, and he could 
easily have been concealed behind the 
rocks along the beach or in the thick 
brush back of them. If the Spanish 
sailors who had been captured Knew 
the ‘admiral’s hiding place they did not 
divulge it to the Americans. It may 
be that it was by the officer's own or- 
ders that his mencarried him to some 
lonely spot in the thicket, where he 
preferred to have the spirit leave him 
while he avas still a free soldier of 
Spain rather thane die a prisoner in 
the hands of his country’s enemies. 


“Whether he was placed in the chair 


before or after he was dead can be 
told only by the Spanish sailors who 
placed him there, and they only also 
can tell whether they left him alone 
to die or waited beside him until after 
the breath left his body. It seems 
hardly possible that Gen. Wood and the 
cther American officers can be mistaken 
in their identification of the body, but 
if they are there can. be but one theory 
in regard. to it, and that is that the 
body was that of the sailor whom I 
left lying in the pool and for whom 
the chair was sent ashore. He may 
have been placed in the chair by the 
American sailors and diedethere béfore 
he could be taken to the -.Gloucester. 
Put this theory I regard as extremely 
doubtful and at any rate its truth or 
falsity can be demonstrated by the 
Gloucester officer amd the sailors who 
remained on shore after I left. 

“Rut when the report of the finding 
of the body was first received here 
from Sentiago and it was said to be 
that of the Pluton’s captain I felt 
confident that that could not be cor- 
rect. For I had the strongest reasons 
for observing the contrary, reasons 
which were founded on the fact that 
less than an hour after the occur- 
rences related in the foregoing I was 
introduced by Lieutenant-Commander 
Wainwright, the commander of the 
Gloucester, to a Spanish officer, en- 
tirely uninjured, who represented him- 
self as the captain of the Pluton. He 
was afterwards -taken to the United 
States with the other Spanish prison- 
ers, and, as far as I know, was re- 
turned to Snain when the war was 
over. 

“When I got back to the Wanda 
after having ‘left the chair on shore 
with the Gloucester sailors, I was very 


-much- surprised to find that-during my 


absence three officers and six sailors 
belonging to the Pluton had taken 
refuse aboard the Wanda. They had 
easily escaped from the small guard 
of American sailors on Shore and had 
put out to the Wanda in one of the 
Pluton’s boats which had fioated 
ashore. Their reason for going to the 
Wanda was that the yacht had British 


her flag was the only thing British 
about her, a faet which the Spaniards 
did not know. She had a big-hearted 
Yankee skipper in Capt. Miller and 
when the boatload of  half-drowned 
and half-stowed Spaniards came along- 
side, he forgot all about the color of 
the Wanda’'s flag and the possibility 
of any annoying complications that 
these Spaniards. might cause us. He 
could heve directed them to go to the 
Gloueester, which was then not more 
than a mile away. standing by the 
exploding wrecks of the Maria Teresa 
and Oquendo; receiving more prison- 
ers than she could take care of, while 
the Brooklyn, Oregon, Texas and New 
York were chasing the Cristobal Colon 
along the coast fifty miles to the west- 
ward. 

“But Capt. Miller did not repulse the 
appealing Spaniards. His instinct of 
humanity was too strong and he told 
them to come aboard. Not only that. 
but he geve them dry clothing and food 
and drink. So when I came over the 
side of the Wanda TI found our 
‘Jackies’ pouring Jamaica rum down 
the throats of the six Spanish sailors 
on the forecastle, and fn the Cabin 
were the three officers telling their 
troubles to Capt. Miller, while the 
steward was dealing out to them liba- 
tions of Scotch whisky and soda. This 
was all right from a humanitarian 
standpoint. but I found myself con- 
fronted with the ahsolute necessity of 
getting these Spaniards off the Wanda 
at once. Our yacht was ready to put 
out immediately for Port Antonio, the 
nearest neutral port at which we 
could reach a cable station and send 
the news of the déstruction of Cer- 
vera ‘'s fleet. We had then been run- 
ning back and forth between Port An- 
tonio and the Cuban ‘coast for six 
weeks past and several times had the 
British quarantine regulations at Port 
impressed upon us very forci- 

“T knew, to a certainty, that if wa 
went into Port Antonio Bay with 
these Spaniards aboard. who had been 
living in the pestilential climate of 
Santiago for a month or two past, thea 
quarantine officials would not permit 
us to “enter.” but would anchor is 
about four miles to leeward of the 
town, and not permit us to have anv 
com™Munication with the shore, thus 
shutting us off from the use of the ca- 
ble and ending the Wanda’s career ag 
an Associated Press dispatch boat. ft 
felt certain that Capt. Wainright. 
whom I had known personally for 
some years. would not care to take 
the Stianiards forcibly off a vessel 
fivinge the British flag. and Capt. Wil- 
ler and myself seemed to be confronted 
with a proposition which meant that 
we would either have to. throw our 
refugees overboard or else land them 
on Cuban soil, where the chivalrous 
Cuban army would give them a nuick 
‘finish.’ TI suggested to the Spaniards 
that they ego aboard the Gloucester, 
and surrender to Capt. Wainright. but 
thev found themselves too comfort- 
able aboard the Wanda and refused to 
listen to the proposition, at the same 
time inflicting any number of ffection- 
ate embraces upon Capt. Miller ond 
mvyself and showing everv [tndication 
of being in need of further stimulants 
from the Wanda'’s medical stores. 

“In the mean time we were running 
along shore toward the Gloucester. 
and T was thinking that T had a verw 
serious Proposition on my hands.

Awful Deed of a Young Negro Boy. 

Lynching Feared.

19.—Mary A. Clark, aged 52, was beaten 
to death and her sister, Annie Clark, 
aged 45, was fatally beaten last night 
at Bowie, Md., a village near this place 
by John Berry, a fifteen-year-old 
‘old negro boy. The deed was a fe- 
rocious one, the aged and defenseless 
women being surprised by the boy 
and literally beaten to a jelly with a 
club. 

Miss Annie Clark saved herself from 
instant death by promising to give the 
boy $100, and pledging herself not to 
betray him if he spared her life. Berry 
was arrested and confessed his guilt. 

For fear that he would be lynched, 
he was taken to Baltimore tonight for 
safe-keeping.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 19.—Light 
showers, general throughout the State 
from the Tehachapi northward, began 
falling at an early hour this morning. 
About noon the rain commenced in 
earnest and a generous downpour con- 
tinued throughout the afternoon. From 
Sunrise to sundown today the total 
precipitation in San Francisco ex- 
ceeded one-third of an inch. 

San Luis Obispo county had .42 of 
an inch, providing just what was 
needed as a culmination to the wel- 
come rain of last week for a success- 
ful development of the growing crops. 
Colusa county fared even better, re- 
ceiving a thorough.soaking, from the 
three-quarters of an inch which was 
seneral throughout that section. 

The grain-producing sections enjoyed 
varying degrees of precipitation, a 
liberal share going to all parts of the 
San Joaquin Valley, Stockton report- 
ing half an inch, Stanislaus county .28 
and Kern, which had hitherto been 
rather overlooked, receiving a good 
wetting. Telegraph advices tonight 
from Bakersfield state that at least 
average crops are now expected for 
that locality, despite the former gloomy 
forebodings of the residents. 

The prospects are for a‘general con- 
tinuance of the rain. in moderate 
quantities throughout the night.

SOLDIERS CALLED FOR. 


MEXICAN MOB CAUSES TROUBLE 
AT LAREDO, TEX, 


Interferes with the Removal of 
Smatipox Patients and a Fight 
is the Result—Colored Troops at 
Fort MeIntosh Will Settle the 
Disturbance, | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LAREDO (Tex.,) March 19.—The 
work of removing smallpox patients 
to the pest house under direction of 
State Health Officer Blunt, was be- 
gun this morning. After ten had been 
removed the officers encountered, on 
East Matamoras street, a mob of Mex- 
icans who menaced them in such a 
manner that the Chief of Police was 
teleponed for. Marshal Joe Barthelow 
and Assistant Marshal Nye Idar fiur- 
ried to the scene, and when they . 
attempted to arrest the leaders of the 
disturbance they were-assaulted with 
stones and fired on. 

Nye Idar was knocked down and ge- 
verely beaten about the head, before 
he could be rescued. One of the fiot- 
ers was shot, but aided by his friends, 
managed to escape. About twenty 
shots were fired, a dozen arrests made 
and the mob dispersed. 

The health officers resumed their 
work, but were soon met by another 
mob of 500 or 600 Mexicans, many of 
armed. As they could not econ- 
tend with this force the health officers 
desisted and Dr. Blunt opened tele- 
graphic communication with Gov. Ray- 
ers. AS a result he was -instructed 
to call on the United States military 
authority’ at Fort McIntosh, in the 
name of the Governor, for such nssist- 
ance as was necessary, and later he 
was informed that the War Depart- 
ment had telegraphed authority to use 
troops. The Mexicans are much ex- 
cited, and expressed contempt for the 
negro United States soldiers.

CLUBEED AND SHOT. 


Crowd in the Street Refused to Dis- 
perse and When Officers Came 
They Fonght. 


MANY MEN AND WOMEN HURT. 


NUMBER OF WOUNDED PLACED AT 
FROM THIRTY TO FIFTY.

Not Recover—Many Ramors, 
Hard to Confirm.

The trouble occurred at a _ public 
mulatto ball in San,José street, an un- 
savory quarter. Many Cuban officers, 
colonels and captains among them, at- 
tended the affair. A policeman on duty 
in that street, following orders, to pre- 
vent a crowd collecting in front of the 
building where the ball was in prog- 
ress, asked a group of men to go in 
His request was unheeded 
and after repeating it he was attacked 
by the group, whereupon many men 
issued from the building and set upon 
him, took away his club and revolver 
and handled him roughly. 

The policeman immediately notified 
headquarters, who otdered twenty re- 
serves to the scene. The crowd had 
prepared for their arrival. It is said 
they opened with a revolver fire upon 
the police, which the latter returned, 
the shooting being kept up until the 
i ammunition was exhausted. The ap- 
ponents of the police ‘acted with deter- 
mination in the affray. Many who 
were in the building mounted the roof, 
which was low, and fired upon the 
police from that point. They were 
apparently well armed and this fact, 
together with the resolution with 
which they fought, seems to confirm 
the belief that the attacking party 
was mostly made up of Cuban officers, 


as ordinarily civilians would have fied 


from the revolvers of the police. 

Many women were wounded. A_ re- 
port is in circtilation this evening that 
two of the injured civilians have suc- 
cumbed to their wounds, but this is 
not confirmed. ; 

It is reported on good authority that 
many were wounded who withdrew 
hastily, becetse unwitting —_to—have—it 
known that they were present.

ALASKAN PROSPECTORS TELL A 
ALE OF PERFIDY. 


Ernest White of Santa Ana Accused 
of Dastardly Conduct in 
the North, 


“CALIFORNIA BEARS” NOT LOST. 


ALL OF WHITE’S TALES ARE 
PRONOUNCED FALSE, 


He Was Left in Charge of a Cache, 
Sold the Stuff and Skipped, 
His Partners 
Say. 


In August, 1898, one Ernest White 
returned to Santa Ana from the Klon- 
dike. and told a moving tale of the 
experiences of the “California Bears,” 
a party consisting of White, Paul 
Tyson and Harry Spencer of Santa 
Ana. and H. M. Marple and C. B. 
Duryea of Los Angeles. He told of 
“perilous journeys across glaciers,” 
and, as reported in a morning paper, 
related how the party “encountered 
two lost and half-famished argonauts, 
who proved to be a Mr. Rhodes of Los 
Angeles and Judge King of Texas, 
The men were half-dead from lack of 
food and exposure, but were taken in 


‘by the California Bears and fed and 


nursed back to health, when they left 
for Valdes,,en route home. The Cali- 
fornia party learned from Messrs. 
King and Rhodes of another El Do- 
rado, which had recently been found 
on the Tanana River, and the boys de- 
cided to start there. It was found that 
they could not take all their goods 
with them, so they decided to leave 
one of the party in charge of them, 
Lots were drawn to see who should 
stay, and Mr. White was the  un- 
lucky (?) one. The remainder of the 
party started on June 24 for Tanana 
River, and have never been heard from 
since. White remained with the goods 
for some time, and then left them in 
charge of responsible parties and came 
on home.’ 

Spencer, Tyson, Duryea and Marple. 
have sent to The Times @ signed state- 
ment, dated ‘‘Weare, Alaska, Novem- 
ber 29, 1898,” in which they say White 
may have been a “well-known young 
man of Santa Ana,” but .had he_ beet 
ever would 
have been a~member of the party. 
“perilous 
journeys across glaciers,” as “arrant 
nonsense.”’ and assert that the trip 
was as safe a proposition as crossing 
Spring street when the cars are run- 
ning. 

“The most perilous experience we 
have had in Alaska,” they say, “was 
leaving Ernest White with our goods, 
thinking them safe.” 


The statement continues: “The 
story of Messrs. Rhodes and King 
has no semblance of truth in it. 


While two of our party, Messrs. Tyson 
and Spencer, were out prospecting they 
met Rhodes and King on their way 
to Valdez. True, they had lost their 
bearings, and were short of provisions, 
but not out, and they did not even 
take a meal with our boys, but were 
directed to our camp, which was only 
a day’s travel distant: On reaching 
our camp we gave them one meal and 
provisions to last them to the next 
supply camp on the trail to Valdes. 
They spent some two or three hours 
with us, and hit the trial for Valdes 
without any ‘nursing back to health. 
“On June 13, and not the 24th, four 
of us started for the Tanana 20lUn- 
try, leaving Ernest White, a well- 
known young man from Santa Ana, 
with our cache. There were no iots 
drawn except between Mr. 
and the ‘well-known young man.’ It 
was understood that Duryeaand Marple 
would return for White and the goods.

We 
deemed it advisable to wait until the 
ice formed on the streams, as we could 
then make much more rapid progress. 
Our present camp is ten miles below: 
Weare on the Yukon, and early on 
November 17, 
started back toward’ the Tazlena nft- 
er White. They called at Weare for 
mail and learned that White had dis- 
posed of the cache in about two weeks 
after they left him and gone home 
with out a shadow of excuse for his 
conduct. Had this man n day 
later, Duryea and Marple might have 
paid with their lives the penalty of 
his dastardly desertion.”

‘The cart-wheel affairs that are so pop- 
ular, present a number of disadvan- 
tages, chiefly added weight, that can 
be overcome by going back to the 
rear sprockets of seven, and in epe- 
cial cases, six teeth. Scientific men 
have demonstrated that a rear sprocket 
with ten teeth gives the best results 
and claim that a reduction in size oc- 
casions a loss of from 1.3 to 1.7 per 
cent. of the applied energy. 

Cyclists in a French town ride on 
a road made of glass with even less 
danger of puncturing tires than on 
macadam roads. The pavements is 
devitrified glass or ceramic stone, and 
is laid in blocks about eignt inches 
Square. It is made of broken glass, 
heated to 250 dee. and compressed by 
hydraulic pressure. 

The State Legislature of Oregon has 
passed a bill providing for the levying 
of a tax of $1.25 a*year on all bicycles. 
The proceeds will constitute a State 
cycle path fund. Certain counties are 
exempted, because of natural diffi- 
culties of building paths in them. Gov. 
wheelmen that he 
will sign tHe bill, and work will ahaa 
very soon on a path from Portland to 
Oregon City, from where it will be 
built south to Salem and then on up 
the valley. 

The first cycle path in the countrv 
to be built by a county and paid for 
with public money, is just outside of 
Minneapolis.

It is twelve miles 
long and eight feet wide. It begins a 
mile from the city line on the west 
and runs to Lake Minnetonka. It was 
paid for by Hennepin county, the cost 
being $6500. It will be formally opened 
in June. Minneapolis has a eycle path 
association, working on the tag-selline 
system described in the Ellsworth Bil] 
of that State, and it is said that the 
present path is but the start of a fifty- 
mile trip in the surrounding country.

CHINESE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


Husband’s Refusal of Money Causes 
Her to Drink Poison. 

Fung Kim, a Chinese woman, made 
an attempt to commit suicide yester- 
day morning that may yet “prove suc- 
cessful. While in a fit of anger at her 
husband’s refusal to permit her to 
gamble his earnings away, she retired. 
to a room and swallowed about half 
the contents of a cup of “yenshee’’ 
with the result that she now lies un- 
conscious at the Receiving Hospital, 
with very little chance of recovery. 

The poison is the deposit left in a 
pipe in which opium has been smoked, 
but it is a far more potent drug. The 
woman Was unconscious when discov- 
ered by a friend about 11:45 o'clock, 
and her condition was not helped any 
by a neighboring Chinese doctor who 
was called in and who dosed her ac- 
cording to his peculiar materia medica 
until 2:15 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the police were notified... The woman 
was then removed to the Receiving 
Hospital, where Dr. Ralph Hagan 
worked’ with her almost unceasingly 
until well into the small hours of this 
morning. 

Fung Kim lived with her husband, 
whose name is Wong Hing Ting,- on 
Apablasa street in Chinatown, and 
she has heretofore been in the habit 
of satisfying a mania for gambling 
that depleted the family treasury 
faster than the husband could add to 
He protested yesterday morning 
against her sitting down to a ‘social 
game of dominoes with some com- 
panions, and refused to any longer 
back a losing game. 

About fifteen of the woman’s friends 
called at the hospital last night and 
were apparently much interested in the 
methods used to counteract the effects 


of the deadly drug. One little woman 


Yolunteered her services as assistant, 
and she beat the senseless form with 
an energy that would tire a strong 
man. She, together with two other 
Chinese, were tireless in aiding the doc- 
tor. 

Fung Kim was arrested about a 
week ago on a charge of disturbing 


' the peace. She was to have had her 


hearing before Justice Austin today, 
but the chances are that the.case, wi] 
never be tried before an earthly trib- 
unal.

hour a message was received from the 
Governor urging upon’ members the 
importance of electing a United States 
Seuator, and recommending that they 
disregard personal preferences and 
privileges and elect a Senator, in view 
of the grave questions which will come 


before the United States Senate for. 


determination in the near future. It 
is hardly necessary to say that this 
message, coming from the Governor at 
the twelfth hour, had no effect what- 
ever upon the question at issue. Per- 
haps if the Governor had—but there is 
no need te pursue this phase of ihe 
subject fur:her. 

The adjournment of the Legislature 
without the election. of a United States 
Senator is very much to be regretted. 
The. Senate will need every Repub- 
lican vote that ca 
mining the vitall 
that are certain/to come up for deci- 
tion during the next two years. And 
the State of California is entitled to its 
full quota of two United States Sena- 
tors*Ably as Senator Perkins will look 
after the interests of the State, it is 
needless to say that the work could be 
better performed by two Senators than 
by one. If California fails to receive 


its just dues at the hands of the na- [ 


tional Senate during the next two 
years, by reason of Mr. Perkins's in- 
ability to do the work of two meu, the 
blame will fall upon the Legislature 
which has just adjcurned, after the 
most disgraceful session ever held in 
the State. 

Our friends of the Democratic faith 
are already claiming that the failure to 
elect a Senator is a “Democratic vic- 


tory,” in that it decreases the total | 


Republican strength in the Senate by 
one vote. But it is an exceedingly bar- 
ren victory, since they, in common 
with all other citizens of the State, 
must suffer whatever loss comes to 
California through lack of adequate 
representation in the upper house of 


advantage which they may secure in 
that branch of Congress will be pur- 
chased at a heavy sacrifice of home 
interests. 
But, in one true a important 
sense, the failure to elect a Senator 
is a victory for the Republican party 
of California. It is a victory of the bet- 
ter elements in the party over the 
baser elements. The candidacy of the 
unspeakable Dan Burns was an insult 
to every respectable member of the 
Legislature, and to every honest voter 
in the State. To have defeated the as- 
pirations of this utterly unfit and un- 
worthy candidate for the high honor of 
United States Senator is indeed a great 
victory, though it has been purchased 
at a heavy cost. Buriis Went into the 
contest with the confidence that he 
would be victorious. He had the full 
support of the Southern Pacific po- 
litical machine, which (with shame be 
it confessed,) is a strong factor in any 
political contest in California, with- 
out regard to politics. He had also the 
passive, if not the active, support of 
the State administration, and the sup- 
port of the State Central Committee, 
so far, at least, as the chairman of that 
committee could give it to him. In ad- 
dition, the pernicious activity of ‘the 
whole unsavory gang of machine poli- 
ticians was éxerted in aid of the can- 
didacy of Burns. It is not to be won- 
dered at, under such circumstances, 
that his candidacy became a formid- 
able problem, with which the reputable 
elements of the Republican party bad 
to deal. The fact that the solution of 
the problem was the defeat of Burns 
is a matter for general congratulation 
and thanksgiving. If it could also have 
involved the election of a reputable 
Republican to the Senatorship, the re- 
sult would have been far more satis- 
factory. But better the defeat of Burns 
and no Senator, than the election of 
s0 unworthy a candidate to a position 
of so great responsibility and honor.

THE SMALLPOX SCARE. 
The presence of smallpox in Los An- 
has occasioned a good of 
apprehension, and unnecessary alarm. 
The subject has generated a_ great 
amount of the most rampant nonsense. 
Envious neighbors have used the mat- 


“| ter to cast a blemish upon the fair 


name of the city. The reports regard- 
ing the dreaded disease have been 
greatly, exaggerated—have been mag- 
nifled by imagination, ahd discolored 
by malignity. The city has been grossly 
libeled., 

While regretting the unfortunate vis- 
itation of smallpox, we are profoundly 
grateful that it has been no worse. 
Coming right down to the cold, hard 
facts in the matter, we have had a 
comparatively small number of cases. 
The health reports show but seventy- 
nine cases to date—onhy about one case 
to each 1500 of the population, and but 
fourteen deaths. Other cities have fared 
much worse, Chicago had in the spring 
‘of 1894 over 3000 cases. Troy, N. Y., 
with a population of less than 60,000, 
had some years ago a thousand cases. 
Birmingham, Ala., a city of some 70,- 
000 inhabitants, had hundreds of cases 
a year ago. Atlanta, with a population 
of 100,000 had over one hundred cases, 
chiefly negroes. Yet no alarm was felt. 
No one got hysterical. In most of the 
cities of the country where smallpox 
has prevailed the number of cases 
have been much higher in proportion 
to the population than in Los Angeles, 
in the present experience. 

El Paso, Tex., had a few stray cases 
during the past summer. The number 
of cases increased with the approach of 
cold weather—largely among the Mexi- 
can population—and the simple folk be- 
came greatly alarmed. Yet the city 
dealt with the case in a vigorous man- 
ner, under the direction of an able 
city physician, and no serious results 
followed. Just across the river, or the 
river bed, from El Peso, is the Mexi- 
can city of Juarez, of some 3000 inhabi- 
tants. The smallpox prevails there al- 
most constantly, a few stray cases be- 
ing often’found. At the height of the 
frantic alarm at El Paso last fall it 
was gravely reported that there were 
300 cases of smallpox in Juarez. How 
the Mexicans laughed. The agony of 
the “Americano” affords the Aztecs 
‘“*muchee funny.”’ The alarm occasioned 
a great injury to.El Paso and fright- 
ened away a good many winter tour- 
ists. Yet’no one got hurt. The city did 
not go crazy. You might as well try 
to get the razzle-dazzle on old Splithoft 
himself, as to tr to frighten the Texas 
city. They are not built that way. Over 
in Juarez » grand fiesta came in last 
December, celebrated bull fighters were 
announced, attractive games were on 
the bills—and the El Pasoans went 
over in swarms. No smallpox was bad 


‘enough to quench their love of fun. 


They attended the bullfights, sat beside 
the ragged peons, smoked, ate, drank, 
played the games, made the nights 
hilarious, the mornings roseate, and 
went home. But none of the anticipated 
terrors followed. Again, there was a 
grand “baile” in Juarez, at Christmas 
tide, and the El Pasoans of both sexes 
—the dudes and dudines in fine feath- 
ers—went over en masse, all ugly ru- 
mors of smallpox to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The gay young men 


“| danced galore with the dark-eyed 


Spanish Sefioritas, held high carnival 
all night, and in the gray light of the 
morning succeeded in smuggling over a 
goodly quantity of choice French wines 
and liquors, within the culinary annex, 
despite the» vigilance of the United 
States customs inspectors. Yet the hor- 


|,rible shadow of smallpox failed to ma-| 


terialize. It went up in wind. 


from Mexico, where smallpox is so 
prevalent, pass through El Paso, and 
greataumbers of Mexicans of the lower 
classes come and go, yet the city does 
not suffer from the disease to any great 
extent. Still the city suffers more from 
foes without—those who proclaim it 
as a mighty lazaretto, than from foes 
within. I: is much the same in Los An- 
geles today. The city has suffered more 
from the slanders of its foes than from 
emallpox. 

‘In Mexico smallpox is often preva- 
lent, vet the cases are not as a rule iso- 
lated. The disease attacks the young 
chiefly, It is customary there to expose 


become immune. It usually runs its 
course when all the children have had 
it. But the disease is confined almcst 
to the lower classes. The upper classes 
rarely have it, though it may run riot 
in the neighborhood. Peopie are utterly 


crowds of iourssts who yisit Mexico 
annually, few ever contract smallpox. 
Exercising in the open air people do 
not often contract the disease. It more 
often attacks the young, or enfeebled 
persons. It is an accident, like pneu- 
monia, or typhoid fever. There is no 
need of unnecessary alarm over the 
matter. Fear but serves to spread the 
disease, by weakening the powers ot 
resistance.

of smallpox, or any other disease. 
Smallpox seems to run its course, in 
any place. It cannot be eradicated in 
an hour. It is one of the evils cf civ- 
ilization. No place is immune from it. 
Yet its presence in a city of good san- 
itary conditions need cause no specia) 
alarm, Fear of smallpox may, where 
conditions are favorable, generate some 
other disease. Proper pre*autions, care 
of the health and proper exercise are 
advisable anywhere, at all times. Mod- 
eration, good habits, absence of worry, 
exercise and pure air are the best pre- 
ventive of smallpox or any other dis- 
ease. 

There are absolutely no foundations 
for the sensational rumors about smal]l- 
pox in Los Angeles. The city is as safe 
as any other in the country. People 
need have no fear of coming, or ot

BRIG.-GEN. OTIS’S STORY OF THE 
FIGHTING. 
The War Point at Which Brigade 


Headquarters Were Found to 
: Be Located. 


HIS SOLDIERS’ SPLENDID VALOR 
A DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE SEV- 
ERAL ENGAGEMENTS. 


Advancing on Foot Over Huammocky 
Rice Fields—How the Filipino 
Pony Sizes Up as a War 

.Horse. 


‘The following letter received from 
Brig.-Gen. Otis by a member of his 
family gives the first detailed account 
of the movements in which his com- 
mand was engaged, to be received on 
this side the pond, and as it contains 
matter of general interest The Times 
takes the opportunity to present the 
same to its readers. The letter was 
written on the line of fire, as will be 
seen. It says: 

IN THE FIELD NEAR CALOOCAN, 
Feb. 12, 1899. My Dear ——: I know you 
will not expect me to write you at 
any length under the warlike circum- 
stances and conditions that surround 
me at this moment and which have 
been “keeping it up’’ ever since 9 
o'clock on Saturday night, February 
4, now more than a week. It was at 
that hour that the insurgents’ attack 
was made upon our outposts on the 
Santa Mesa front near my city head- 
quarters in the Sampaloc district. It 
was not ten minutes after the first 
‘shot was fired. before the bullets com- 
menced singing around my head and 
piercing the building wherein I had 
my headquarters. I at once ordered 
out the regiments of my brigade and 
marched them to their respective 
places at the outposts on the left, 
which were attacked right away after 
the first shot was fired further to the 
right. 

It was a night of furious firing in 
the darkness, making. a view of the 
enemy impossible; but my troops, 
especially “Funston’s Scrappers” (the 
Twentieth Kansas,) poured in volley 
after volley, literally making a zone 
of fire and lead of the woods in front, 
and rendering impossible alls further 


too confident Filipinos.- I staid on 
the firing line all night and found it 
the real thing, a sample of which I 
had not see nor felt since 1864. 

Nexth day we advanced, encountered 
the enemy, had a sharp combat along 
the brigade front, drove the Filipinos 
at every point, lost forty-five men 
killed and wounded, counted and 
buried eighty-seven misguided Filipino 
warriors (not to speak. of the 
wounded,) who had been fools enough 
to run up against my brigade of Mon- 
tana men, Kansans, Third Artillery 
(serving as infantry,) Pennsylvanians 
and Grant’s Utah Battery of five guns, 
which had been temporarily assigned 
to my command for the fight. Our 
losses were subsequently swelled by 
the combats of the 7th and 10th to 
about one hundred and. one killed and 
wounded (which list may be increased 
to 110,) and the Filipino dead in front 
of my brigade will number, when the 
returns are all in, above 200; the 
wounded were mostly carried off by 
their comrades, and the prisoners are 
few and frightened. This proportion 
of killed represents a probable total

The sole wit- 
ness examined today was Sergt. Ed- 
ward Mason, Troop A, First United 
States Cavalry, located at Fort Robin- 
son Neb., who served as regimental 
commissary sergeant at Lakeland, Fla., 
and during the Cuban campaign. 

Sergt. Mason’s testimony was prob- 
ably the most direct that has been nd- 
duced since the court left Chicago, Wit- 
ness declaring that meat received 3st 
Lakeland for use in his regiment Was 
“undoubtedly chemically treated.”

He*spoke in the beginning of the many di- 
verse manifestations of the religious spirit 
and the almost incredible changes that gi 
taken place even in the outward forms - 
attitudes of Christianity. Sometimes this 
spirit has been carnal, brutal, 
times joyous and uplifting; but ever a Pal 
alienable part of human pares.

the religious spirit, said the speaker, is be- 
lief, which is. never entirely 
of the first element. Sometimes it g 
marked by simplicity, and again by elab- 
orateness. -Men may have a larger freedom 
in this element than in that of worship. It 
is needful to unite in worship, tees is not 
essential that any two men should think 
alike. There ig an_ increasing tendency 
among those who think and worship differ- 
ently to combine their efforts for the good 
all. 
rhe third element of the religious spirit, 
according to President Harper, is conduct, 
or the ethical standard of life. The form of 
worship may be an incentive to good con- 
duct. A greater incentive is belief. Char- 
acter is largely determined by belief. The 
hue and cry against creeds is only defensible 
when raised in opposition to attempts to 
make people believe what they don’t be- 
lieve. This matter of belief does not now 
occupy the same position in importance 
that it once did. Latitude of belief is -wid- 
ening in this age of the greatest toleration 
the world has known. As less emphasis is 
placed on belief, more is placed on con- 
duct. 
~ In various stages of the world’s history 
there have been abnormal manifestations of 
the religious spirit, due to undue emphasis

on one or two of its elements, leading to 


eccentricities, to insanity, to bloodshed. Of 
all wars, religious wars have been the 
worst: of all controversies, theological con- 
troversies have been the most implacable. 
These have all been occasioned by a one- 
sided development. 

Have we seen anywhere a mingling of the 
thres elements —in—just or- 


‘for a nation or a church giving exprers.on 
to the ideal religious spirit. Humanity may 
not attain to this supreme thing. Jesus 
Christ was born, lived and died to furnish 
the world with the true manifestation of 
true worship, belief and conduct. He typi- 
fied the religious spirit in its perfection. To 
his creed nothing can be added; from it 
nothing can be subtracted. 

How can we cultivate this spirit? was the 
distinguished 
speaker. Study the life and teachings of 
Christ,. was the. answer. It is the glory of 
the more recent theological thought that it 
has restored to its rightful place this which 
had been forgotten or ignored to a large 
extent. Then, study yourself. An all-round 
symmetrically-developed Christian character 
is what the world wants. President Harper 
summed it all up in these three maxims: 
Accept Jesus; study Him; study yourself. 
‘Then ‘the true religious spirit may come to 
you. But each of us owes something to the 
community, and this obligation must be ful-: 
filled in a union of effort for the betterment 
of the social body. While we work together, 
a divergence of opinion is to he welcomed 
us a.token of that freedom which is to be 
found in its. perfection only in the service of 
Jesus Christ. as 

President Harper will remain here till 
Tuesday. He will address the students of 
Throop Institute 9 o'clock Tuesday morning 
at a public mecting. 


PROHIBITION RALLY. 


Another big audience filled the Tabernacle 


from platform. to doors tonight to listen to 


speech in behalf of the Prohibition party, 


by O. W. Stewart of Chicago. The meeting 
was held under the management of the Anti- 
Saloon League and the W.C.T.U. and prom- 
inent workers in the third party organiza- 
tion here. Mr. Stewart is a rattling cam- 
paigner, and ‘“‘stirred ‘em up.” He de- 
clared that the laws of the country are 
made to suit the liquor interest, which holds 
the na-ion in its. grasp. High license is a 
shrewd device of the satoons, he said. It 
gives them a warranty deed to the best part 
of our manhood and actually protects them 
in their nefarious work. The revenue de- 
rived from our license system bribes our 
civic virtue, and is a blanket for the con- 
sciences of our Christian men and women. 

The speaker declared that it would be in- 
finitely better if there were even more sa- 
loons than now, under a prohibitory law, 
for that against which .he protested is the 
complicity of this Christian nation in the 
sdloon business. Under the license system, 
the Christian people enter into partnership 
with the liquor dealers who are ruining our 
young men. This, he declared, is the cry- 
ing evil, and the Christian—peoeple would be 
guilty until the partnership is dissolved. 
This, he said, can't be done by prayer 
mectings. Prayers are heard in heaven, but 
not in the saloons. It can’t be done by peti- 
tion. Our Governor, in Illinois, he said, 
won't even heed a petition not to show him- 
self drunk in public. It’can be done only 
through the ballot. There is the dividing 
line between guilty and not guilty. You are 
guilty of complicity with the liquor business, 
the “gigantic crime of crimes,’’ he argued, 
unless you’vote the prohibitory party ticket. 

The most significant feature of the rally 
was the action taken in regard to the City 
Attorneyship, the large meeting unani- 
mously adopting the following resolutions, 
reported by a committee cemposed of Dr. 
Rachel F. Reed, Mrs. J. Ellen Terpenning 
and Mrs. I: M. Holt: 

“Whereas, our national Congress has 
passed a law, and President McKinley has 
signed it, totally abolishing thé army ‘can- 
teen’ or saloon; resolved, that we rejoice. in 
and thank God for this great and far- 
reaching victory of Christian citizenship over 
the long-entrenched liquor evil in our army 
and navy. 

“Whereas, the State of Illinois has appro- 

riated $9000 to place a. statue of Miss 

rances E. Willard in the national! statuary 

ball at Washington, D. C.: resolved, that 
we hail with satisfaction this first instance 
of any State.or nation so honergig a woman 
purely for her mora! work and work on 
lines. of Christian progress. 

‘‘Whereas, the city of Berkeley is the seat 
of State university, in which «!1 citizens of 
California have an interest, and the electors 
of that city are to vote onthe question of 
‘License’ or ‘No license’ for Liquor saloons 
there, on April 10; therefore, reso!ved, 
we earnestly appeal to every vote i 
ley to vote against any license 
selling within their city limits. 
eid in guarding against debauchery the

geles have decided to maintain and enforce 
their Sunday-closing ordinance against sa- 
loons; resolved, that we commend as far as 
it goes the stand they have taken-on-that 
matter, and we hope they will not ‘recede a 
single sten from it. 

“Whereas, Pasadena’s official legal busi- 
ness is now. wholly in the hands of a Los 
Angeles brewery-promoting attorney ;—there- 


fore, resolved, that in the name 
of Christian citizenship, in the name 
of ethical consistency and moral de- 


cency, we do most solemnly protest against 
this scandalous situation; and we earnestly 
beseech our City Council to make a change 
therein. 

“Resolved, that we heartily commend the 
vigorous and efficient work which our City 
Marshal has done toward ridding our city 
of secret saloons and gambling dens, and we 
pledge him our continued sympathy and 
support in driving out from our borders all 
such dens of debauchery.’’ 

The passage of the resolution, condemning 
the City Council for the rétention of the 
present City Attorney, will cause a big stir 
in town. It was thought that the agitation 
over this matter had been dropped, and it 
was not known that this actiou was con- 
templated at this meeting.. The resolution 
went through in the midst of the others, 
without debate The pastors of several 
churches took part in the meeting.

SANTA MONICA. 


Veterans Spending Their Quarterly 
Peusions in the Town. 
SANTA MONICA, March 19.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Quarterly pension day at 
the Soldiers’ Home has brought the usual 
number of veterans from that institution, 
and they are very conspicuous here in con- 
sequence. The number of them who visited 
thig town today was probably not over 6 
per cent. of the entire home membership,°® 
but, by reason of their uniforms attracting 
attention, the casual observer would be led 
to think there were many more than that. 
The veterans receive pensions regardless 
of whether or. not they are members of the 
home. Members of the home are clothed, 
fed and lodged at tho expense of. the gov- 
ernment. Under such circumstances many 


‘of the members who receive pensions seem 


to have lost an adequate idea of the value 
of money, and, when it comes to them, 
spend it recklessly. Undoubtedly a consid- 
erable proportion of the money received by 
home members as pensions goes to the sup- 
ort of the families of those who have 
families, for little luxuries not furnished by 
the government, for citizen's clothing and 
other things. In Santa Monica, however, 
it is estimated that the pension money ex- 
pended on liquor and other forms of dis- 
sipation exceeds what is spent in other lines 


of trade. 
SCIENTIFIC KITES. 

J. C. Newitt of Los Angeles tried an ex- 
periment here today in flying some kites 
which he brought from New York’ géveral 
months ago. On one line a single “blue 
hill” kite was let out for about two thousand 
feet, _and-on—another line five “‘naval-box” 
kites were let out tandem for nearly half 
a mile. The tandem kites were constructed 
mostly of paper and were not very large, 
but they tugged on the line surprisingly 
strong, the wind being just about right for | 
them. A slight defect in the single kite 
marred the success of the experiment, but 
that one reached an elevation of about on@ 
thousand feet. The tandem kites went up 
about fifteen hundred feet.

Greatest Change Ever Made in Busi- 
ness Affairs Last Week. 

SAN BERNARDINO, March 19.—[Spectal 
Correspondence.] The generalizing . which 
has been indulged in over the improved out- 
look since the rain hardly fills the fuil tre- 
quirements of the situation, 90 far as San 
Bernardino is concerned. Never before in 
the history of the town has such a change 
taken place in so short a time. There is 
no disguising the fact that evervbody felt 
blue before the rain, but the merchants have 
unanimously declared that the people of the 
whole county seem to have at once made up 
their minds to let go of their money, and the 
various business houses have been crowded 
to their full capacity for the past few days. 
The railroad shops have also felt the im- 
proved condition, and it is believed that a 
material change in the pay roll will take 
place there. 

On top of the improved outlook in conse- 
quence Of the rain, there is the fact that 
the orange-growers of the county are re 
ceiving the highest prices realized for .sev- 
eral years, and there is now almost a cer- 
tainty of a good crop next year, with the 
brightest possible outlook for prices, all of 
which has a stimulating effect on the county. 

As a matter of fact, there is not now an 
industry in the county but promises well 
for the coming harvest season, from the

and the sugar-beet district around Chino.
